“Headquarters National Silver Party, 

ashington, D. C., May 30, 1896. h 
Friends of Silver: Since the formin 
party, on January 2, the work of or- 
ganization has been steadily but quietly 
pursued, and the country has been aroused 
to a pitch of excitement unknown since the 
civil war. Silver is on all lips throughout 
the land.

Analysis ef the Character of the Great

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 1.—To-day is the 
best day of commencemen week in Mis- 
sourl State University. Champ Clark, the 
man from Pike, who became a national fig- 
ure in two years, spoke this morning, and 
President Harper, who has built one of the 
greatest universities in the world in a few 
years, is to speak this evening at 8 o'clock. 

Mr. Clark’s address was to the graduating 
law class. He had been heard in Columba 
before, and he had one of the largest audi- 
ences ever in the new chapel. He was at 
his best. Generally acknowledged *o be one 
of the best speakers in the country, he is 
seen at his best advantage when dealing 


with men. His address to-day is declared by 
those who know him best to be zhe finest 
speech he has ever written. Mr. Clark was 
defeated for Congress two years ago by the 
landslide which caught his friends nap- 
ping,” but his party has recently expressed 
its grea? confidence in him by again nomin- 
ating him as its leader in the “Bloody 
Ninth,” and it is certain that he will again 
be heard from in the halls of the nation’s 
Legislature. The Ninth has reason to be 
proud of him, and there should be no doubt 
about the result in November. 
The subject of Champ Clark’s address be- 
fore the law class of the university was 
„Daniel Webster,” and the portrait of the 
at expounder of the Constitution 
y the ex-Congressman was drawn 
with a friendly hand. 
been a close and critical student of Web- 
ster’s life, and selected the most salient 
features of that remarkable career as the 
basis of his discourse. le presented his 
subject from every conceivable standpoint 
to his audience; and candidly dealt with 
his many-sided character. The address was 
not a eulogy,. but rather a frank discus- 
— of the richest product of New Eng- 
and. 


Mr. Clark thought it a strange paradox 


produced a man of Webster’s characteris- 
tics—of such mental opulency and burning 
eloquence. 

He began by saying: “A lawyer, I come 
to speak to lawyers about one of the at- 
est lawyers this country has ever produced, 
‘whose influence will be felt so long as the 
American Republic endures.”” He ran an 
elaborate parallel between Webster, Clay. 
Calhoun and Benton, analyzing the qualities 
which gave them success; and pointing out 
wherein each excelled the others, and of 
what their greatness consisted. 

He then took up and discussed in extensc 
Webster's reply to Hayne and his 7th of 
March speech in 1850, giving a succinct and 
graphic account of the effects producec 
by each. 

Next he treated of Webster’s career, rank 
and character as a lawyer, dwelling partic- 
ularly on the Dartmouth College case, trac- 
ing its influence on Webster himself and its 
influence on our jurisprudence and political 
affairs.

Webster’s amusements, tastes, recrea- 
tions and habits were touched on in a de- 
cidedly friendly manner; and in these re- 
Spects comparisons were drawn between 
him and Washington and Jefferson. 

The concluding 
was a portrayal of the wrath of the New 
England people, produced 1. Webster's 
7th of March speech—the terrifie explosion 
of popular indignation—the immediate dis- 
astrous effect on Webster’s popularity and 
his final place in history. : 

In this matter he ran a parallel between 
the treatment accorded to Webster by the 
New Englanders and that given to Benton 
by the Missourians for his action on pre- 
2 the same question which wrecked 
Webster’s career. Also between the treat- 
ment Webster received with that which 
Charles Sumner received in the closing years 
of his life. 

The dominating idea which ran through 
the address from the opening sentence to 
the close was that by reason of peculiar 
circumstances, unusual opportunities, su- 
perb oratorical gifts, commanding intellect 
and exalted patriotism Webster’s influence 
on American Affairs was unequaled in what 
might be called the plastic or nascent era 
of the republic; and a regret that Webster's 
splendid powers had in many instances been 
lent tu an injurious and dangerous stretch- 
ing of the Constitution.

HARMFUL 1 EXAGGERATION. 

There is always a great deal of exagger- 
ation about a widespread and impressive 
disaster. And some of the exaggeration 
regarding the recent tornado at St. Louis 
is likely to have a harmful effect. 

People who ought to- know better are 
stating that the work done by this storm 
shows that it is impossible to build strong 
enough to withstand a tornado or cyclone. 
They say that a wind storm is “an un- 
known quantity,” and that if this tor.

north the big, massive office buildings and 
everything else would have gone down 
before it. 

They point to certain bent trolley poles 

and say that a wind that could twist and 
bend an iron trolley pole, that offers al- 
most no hold for it to press against.

NEW YORK, June 1.—A special to a local 
paper from Madrid, Spain, says: 

The Madrid Government has lately called 
the attention of the other European powers 
to the alleged cruel and inhuman mode of 
warfare adopted by the Cuban insurgents. 
Complaint is made specifically of the use of 
dynamite to blow up railroad trains (those 
carrying passengers as well as freight) and 
sugar mills, and of the use of explosive 
bullets in fighting.

The Real Estate Exchange has been 
crowded with house hunters since the storm, 
All were given lists of vacant 1 and 
sent to the agents in charge of the houses. 

Several of the agents kept open on Sunday 
to accommodate persons in search of houses, 
and a considerable number were rented. 

Every effort is being made by the real 
estate men to repair such houses in the 
storm districts as are only slightly dam- 
aged. This is done to prevent as far as 
possible the necessity for removals. 

Some lack of consideration has been 
shown by tenants who were but slightly 
damaged, in demanding immediate repairs. 
The tenant having two or three panes of

EIGHT LEFT IN THE-MORGUE. 


It May Never Be Known How Many 


Were Drewned in the River 
During the Storm. 


Five days have elapsed since the ter- 
rible tornado swept over the city, dealing 
death and ruin to large areas in the most 
populous districts, and yet the long list. of 
the dead has not reached the foot of its 
lengthened column. Nor is it likely that 
the end of this week or the next will finish 


it. : 

The number of seriously injured is many 
fold larger than those who did not live to 
survive the awful experiences of the storm, 
and that many of them will succumb to the 
injuries inflicted , quite certain, for each 
fhour fhe mortuary clerk is presented with 
new requests for burial permits. 

Dr. Karges, the Mortuary Clerk, kept his 
office open all day ‘Sunday to issue such 
permits, and while few were asked for it 
was not for lack of victims, for twelve 
more bodies were brought to the Morgue 
during the day and it was due to the day 
being Sunday that the burial certificates 
were not asked by the undertakers. They 
did not do so largely because they had all 
they could do to bear the victims already 
@repared for the grave to the cemeteries. 

And through the drenching rain of Mon- 
day their solemn tasks were resumed, and 
eo it will be to-morrow, through rain or 
sunshine. —

BUSY POLICE. 


The Department Has Performed Noble 
Service Since the Storm. 


The Police Department has been busier, 
—— since the tornado than it ever was 
efore. The regular patrolmen have been 
called upon to perform many hours of extra 
work and they have responded promptiy 
and without complaint. ; 

Chief Harrigan and his secretary, Mr. Es- 
pey, have been snowed in with telegrams 
and letters from nearly every city in the 
civilized world asking for information con- 
cerning relatives and friends, and each one 
has been answered after sending out for the 
desired information. 

In regard te missing people already re- 
ported, it is of the execu- 
tive Department that 

the 123 reported perhaps most 
of them have returned since the police 
were notified. | 

Chief Harrigan makes no conjecture as to 
what the death list will reach, but he does 
not think that one-fourth of the persons 
reported missing are victims of the tornado, 
The police have been notified of many re- 
turns of the missing. 

Every person who did not return to his 
homè the night of the tornado was placed on 
the list of the missing and it has been that 
list which has been printed from day to day, 
but has never been revised and cannot be 
revised without making a personal visit 
to each of the places from where the persons 
are reported missing. 

On the absence of crime in the city Chief 
Harrigan is surprised. There has actually 
been less crime each day since the tornado 
than on any other day in the last ten years, 
but the Chief attributes this fact largely 
to the extra police precaution. > 

Besides the regular force of nearly 800 5 
trolmen there are 150 special officers and a 
force of nearly fifty detectives. These are

The .Police Department is attending to

Every man, woman 
and child who was in the institution either 
as help, nurse, doctor or patient has been 
| checked off on the hospital register and re- 
listed according to his or her present local- 
ity. 

Michael Dunn was the only one killed out- 
right by the storm. Some have died since 
but only a few from actual injuries re- 
ceived. 

Martin Gratz, a patient suffering from

There was nothing 
to do that I could see ezeept to stay right 
where I was. The wind just picked up the 
whole building and twisted it around like 
it was being stirred up with a big stick. 
It seemed to me that it was just raining 
buildings. The next thing I knew the whole 
business was piled right on top of me. I 
was under a mass of stuff that was held 
up by a column that had fallen slantingwise, 
so as to keep the stuff off of me. I had been 
hit, it seemed to me, a thousand times by 
bricks and timbers. The hardest part of it 
all was waiting to go to the hospital.

The Property Loss Is Much Less Than 


Was Originally Estimated With- 
‘out Computing Salvage. 


statisticians at work on the list of cyclone 
fatalities have not yet reached an estimate 
of the number lost in the great water- 


way. ‘ : | 
They know certainly that five were lost 


on the jteamer J. J. Odil, and they know 


«that others whose identity remains a mys- 
tery were positively seen to disappear dur- 
ing the tornado. 

Roustabouts have such nqmadic charac- 


teristics that it is difficult to keep track of 


them, learn their names er ascertain if 
There 
have been few reported missing, but it is 
practically certain that quite a number who 


sought refuge on the wrecked boats and 


barges have been lost. 


The shanty boat population, which floats 
from place.to place and pre-empts wharf 
space, is. another class difficult to keep 
any track of ,and for that reason it may 
never be known how many were sacrificed 
to the fury of the storm. ' 

One of the reports had it that three of 
these craft lying between Chouteau avenue 
and Lesperance street had been broken to 
pieces and the occupants drowned. Monday 
a Post-Dispatch representative ran down. 
the story and ascertained that those wan- 
derers had pulled stakes and floated off 
the day before the big wind. This infor- 
mation was gledned from T. J. Stinson, in 
charge of the freight office of the Iron 
Mountain iggins’ Ferry Co. at the 
foot of Carroll street. 

Mr. Stinson said: All the shanty boats 
in this district were ordéréd away on Tues- 
day last and if I am not spe A mistaken 
they went over to the IIIinois side a mile or 
two lower down. As you will see, our shanty 
stood the gale all right, and at our east 
window we had an excellent view of every- 
thing that went down the river. I can say 
without the least exaggeration that not 
less than twenty-five of these boats floated 
down bottom side up. They came from the 
upper river. Now, just how many persons 
were under these wrecks is more than any- 

ody knows, and 1 doubt if we ever will 
know. The order 28 the boats away 
from this section was not to the liking of the 
people occupying them, but if they are alive 
now they have reason to be grateful for 
the providential favor they regarded as a 
hardship. The boats and barges down here. 
were fairly blown to pieces. It is not im- 
probable that some of the tramps who 
wandered along this way that day took 
refuge in them.”
